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The "Evershan Journal" for 10th June, I960, carried an 
interesting item ¥/hich might have a bearing on "flying saucers"! 
This is what it said; 

" FLYING SAUCER AT EVENLOLB? " 

"Two mysterious circles, one inside the other, have been 
discovered by Mr,Bill Edwards, of Poplars Farm, Evenlode, in one 
of the fields on his farm. 

The outer circle is twenty-three feet across, and the 
inner circle sixteen feet across. Neither Mr.Edwards nor a?n.y of 
his farming friends can account for the circles, or recall see¬ 
ing any thing like them before. 

The circles are located in a field about midway between 
Chastleton and Evenlode and are far away from any roads, path 
or house. 

Examining the circles, one is forced to the inescapable 
conclusion that they could only have been made by some large 
round object pressing extremely hard against the surface of the 
field. 

In fact, if there were such things as flying saucervS,this 
is just the sort of impression one \¥ould expect them to make on 
landing,

LUFORO decided that this was worth investigating further, 
and asked an Area Investigator, Mr,John Llev^rellyn, to investigate 
further. Here is. what he .reported to us;-

Mr, Edwa.rd’s account of incident ;- 

Wliilst walking through one of my pasture fields during 
mid-morning Friday 3nd June, 1960, I came across some imprint>3 
in the ground V7.hich I thought unusual in that they formed two 
apparently perfect circles - the inner circle eauidista,nt from 
the outer, I paced the outer circle to be approximately 25 feet 
in diameter and the inner one I6„feet. I estimated the width of 
the imprints to be 4" across - the grass on the edge of the 
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lfa]05?l3fL'fc8 waa showing datfinite Indioeifelona oi ‘buh -'ng hni: nd hur*- 
ning irx. the central a.reas. I estimated the depth of the imprints, 
to be appc 1*% although the eastern side of the imprints'were im¬ 
pressed more deeply ca-using a lip to he formed, 

The ground was . extremely. hard due, to no, . rain, which led me 
to believe that whatever had caused the imprints had been very 
heavy. I could not understand'what had caused the-narks, since the 
field is about half a mile from the nearest road approach - a 
lane - no vehicle could have reached the spot without showing 
some sign of approach through other fields. My previous cross¬ 
ing of the field was 3.bout two days before the finding of the im¬ 
prints, when there v/ere definitely no markings visible then, I re¬ 
ported it to the local police on Sunday - the 5th June, who v^ere 
equally puzzled as-I as to an explanation, I can only add that we 
were working in the neighbouring fields during the previous days 
and did not see anything -unusual. No other resident has reported 
anything unusual. 

Interview with Mr, Coles s- 

Mr. Edward's statement of the condition of the circles 
was corroborated by Mr, Ooles who photographed and examined them 
six days later in an effort to find an explanation for his own 
personal satisfaction. This ho failed to do, despite examination 
of possible objects(e,g.-cattle troughs) and the possibility of 
then being pushed around by cattle.

As it was_reported by Mr, Ed-smards bhat a large nrmber of 
sightseers had visited the site, the investigator feels that a . . . 
general appeal might result in obtaining other photographs. In¬ 
vestigator feels possibility of helicopter ma,king tracks as fo- 
wnd can be ruled out, as circles were too isolated and complete - 
wheel tracks ¥/ould more likely to have left the grass bruised (as 
shown to investigator by Mr, Edwards in comparison v/ith grass 
bruised on sheep track) and not burnt as found by Mr, Edw/ards. 

Could have been vertical take-off aircraft only of type 
not leaving markings in central areas of circles.

MR. KRaW S TUB- S TALK AT LUPORO'S CaXTOII ILILL MEE T ING 

The first "flying saucer'^ society to be forned in Great 
Britain was the British Plying Saucer Bureau in 1952. It wa,s at 
.first affiliated to "The, International Plying Saucer Burea.u" , but 
following.the "silencing" of Albert K. Bendei' the International 
P.S. Bureau, closed down. It was then decided that the organisat¬ 
ion in Bristol should continue on its ovm, and it became laiowii as 
the British Plying Saucer Bureau, It.-- director of research was 
Mr.Graham Knewstub, who is now treasurer. We were very, fortunate 
to have him as our first speaker at our meeting at Caxton Hall. 
Here is a shortens 1 version of his very detailed and interest¬ 
ing talk. 


There arc two types of research, one of which he called 
armchair research. Reading historical and published facts. This 
was most important, for unless one read all material available 
on the subject, it was likely that one would repeat research al¬ 
ready done. The B.P.S.B.'s approach to slying saucers ?sas a sc¬ 
ientific one,. 

Mr. Knewstub v/anted to 'have a crack' at a. recent edit¬ 
orial in PLIIRG SAUCER REVIEW Yshich criticised the scientific 
approach to UP0's,.To investigate UPO's one needed to have the 
qualities of a scientist,, o.nd a scientist is only a person that 
acts and thinks in a particular wa,y, he reminded. On;; quality 
S honesty. Taking a careful note of all observations, and ""not 
discarding then Y/heii they..are not understood, Rote all. hypothes-,F 
and put them to the test. Other qualities were perseverance, and 
a touch of genius... A young group, such as we were, should not 
be put off by old fogies. 


As an applied scientist, Mr. Knewstub Imew wliat he was ta¬ 
lking about,.He advised us not to yield to the temptation of jump¬ 
ing ahead ?/hen we find an interesting fact. Take note of it-, but 


of all other data too, and then try to 


;"orn a hypothesis. He talk 
ed about the approach made by the B.P.S.B. They collected news¬ 
paper cuttings, and from these moxle a,-statistical ana.lysis. To 
be^in with, they formed the observers of UPOs into three groups, 
(l) Experienced observers - pilots, aerodrome officials etc.(2) 
Professional people - doctors, solicitors and other people are 
not likely to take part in a hoax? and finally group (3) Any oth¬ 
ers. . . .Analysis of what \Yas seen by these three groups revealed 
that the number of objects of.a specific shape was approximately 
the same percentage of disc shaped objects. Hext cane cigar sha.p- 
ed objects, about 25 /^ in each group, then cane globular shapes, 
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and fina-lly riiscellaneous., He made a grapxi to illustrate this 
point, and put a line ,for each group, each following a Yer^r sin- 
ilar curve. . 

Examining reports first-hand (as opposed to newspaper re¬ 
ports) they found that the large majority of people were telling 
the truth. Anyone reporting a UEO was asked to complete a quest¬ 
ionnaire, on which they found many questions they did not expect. 
The person was first, asked to complete the form, and write an acc¬ 
ount of v/hat was seen. An investigator from the B.E.S.B. then acc¬ 
ompanied the person to the locality so that an exact position cou¬ 
ld be pin-pointed on a map. The person was then asked to point to 
exactly ¥/here the object was seen, and where it disappeared. With 
the aid of a telescope with no lens, fitted with a protractor, 
they wfere able to obtain a reasonabljr accurate angle of elevation 
and direction...oThe observer was'then asked to 'relive' the ex¬ 
perience again telling the investigator exactly when the UPO'app- 
oared'and'disappeared' so that with the aid of stop-watch, a time 
of duration could be obtained. This experiment was repeated a num^ 
ber of tines and the results compared. If the observerc^vo wildly 
inaccurate times,then this part of the report was discarded, l^dt, 
where the times were consto.nt,afurther experiment v/as conducted. 
The observer was taken to a road, and a,sked to estimate the tine 
it took a car to travel from one part to anoth 0 r(e.g. a lanpost 
to a tree)as the traffic pas:-'u'along the road. The investigator 
took the exact tine ¥/ith his stop-watch, cud compared this with 
the estimates of the observer.Where they wore reasonably accur¬ 
ate, it v/as safe to assume that the observer's estimate of the 
tine the UEO ’was seen was pretty accurate., .= ,.oThis one experi¬ 


ment will show readers and investigators the meticulous .care 
needed to investigate a report properly, tir,ICnewstub asserted 
that a person's estimate of the size of an UEO could be so mislea¬ 
ding that little tine was spent on this aspect. Bor instance, he 
related an observation made by a friend, an intelligent person, 
who claimed that the UBO he'd seen was the length ox a twelve in¬ 
ch ruler held at arms length. The person was not put off by sev¬ 
ere questioning on this point,maintaining that it v/as the length 
of the ruler. Outside, he described exactly what V7as seen,where he 
first saw it, etc. During the course of the discussion lx mention¬ 
ed that one end of the object w,as above a certain object, and the 
other end was just above .another point -(in the distance), vVhen 
the wridth of these t?/o points v;as nea.sured with a ruler at arm's 
length, ft w a s found to be only as compared with the esti¬ 
mated 12".Realising the high degree of inaccuracy that could 


occur, they found the best thing to do was to deterimine hov; high 


an UFO was by the amount of deto.il that could be seen.Thus with 


a reasonably accurate angle of elevation,together with o. good 
idea of size,they could make a. n-uiaber of simple cn,lculations, 
Figures could be calculated for the size of the object if it 
?/ere at a certain altitude,also it" speed. Where more than one 
report \¥3.s received of the sa.me UFO,a j.iuch more accurate estim¬ 
ate coxild be made. Sizes and speeds obtained fro-i these calcul¬ 
ations could then be compared with those of conventional o.ircraft 
A number of reports were received of UFOs ?hiich appeared 
to vanish suddenly after streaking down towards the horizon. 
After satellites had been launched,and observed,they cLecided that 
the reason for these UFO's’sudden disappearance wvss probably due

At 6.25 p.n, in the evening of Wednesday IJtli July,1960, 

Mr. C.O.Harper of Kossall School, Fleetwood, was watching a four 
engined plane flying at^a nediim height (10,000-15,000ft.approx). 
-ron the South Fast to Forth West when he noticed a silver object 
flying above the plane in the opposite direction (KW to SE). It 
was at a very great height above the clouds behind which it dis¬ 
appeared. At first Mr. Harper suspected it to be a balloon, but 
the fact that it passed behind the high cloud shov/ed it was noving 
at great speed. The ground wind direction was Y/ast to East(slig¬ 
htly North) and about Force 1-2, There was no vapour trail nor 
sound fror.: the object which v/as visablc for about one clear min¬ 
ute and for a few seconds in a cloud gap. 

Mr. Harper says that the object did not look like a plane 
and seemed to change shapes and at the height it was (easily abo¬ 
ve 50,000 ft. judging from the clouds) it must have been moving 
at a figure approaching Mach 5. The fact that it passed behind 
a cloud and that a shape(s) could be identified points to a very 
large object. 

We are grateful to Mr. Harper for sending us this report, 
for we are hearing of very few UFOs over England this year.
